DETAILED ACTION 

1 . We hereby acknowledge applicant's response dated 8/7/03. 

2. The IDS's listed on page 8 of applicant's reply have been reviewed and a signed copy of 
all of them have been included in this Office Action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 1-30 and 37-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 1 is allowed because 
applicant added the limitation of "at least one sensing element supported on the tissue 
coagulation body proximal to the inflatable tissue coagulation body," which the prior art does not 
suggest. Claims 14, 17, 19 and 20 were rewritten in independent form, and now allowed, along 
with their dependants. Newly added claims 37-41 depend from now allowed claim 14. There is 
no prior art suggesting an outer member, with an elongate body carried within the outer member 
interior bore and a distal end operably connected to the distal end of the outer member, an 
inflatable tissue coagulation body supported on the elongate body distal rejoin and at least on 
sensing element supported on the tissue coagulation body proximal to the inflatable tissue 
coagulation body.
